Bicycle License Law 





* 
ORDINANCE NO. 840 





An Ordinance Requiring the Reg- 
istration and _ Licensing of 
Bicycles, 





The City Council of the City of 
Upland does ordain as follows: 

Section One. From and after 
the adoption of this Ordinance it 
shall be unlawful for any person 
to operate or use a bicycle upon 
any of the streets or ways of the 
City of Upland without first reg- 
istering the same and obtaining 
from the Chief of Police a license 
therefor. The term bicycle shall 
include such vehicles propelled by 
human power as defined or refer- 
red to in the Vehicle Code of the 
State of California, but not re- 
quired to be registered thereun- 
der, and shall be given its ordin- 
lary appication and meaning. The 
provisions of this Ordinance shall 
apply to all persons residing in 
the City of Upland, and to such 
others who may commonly or ha- 
bitually operate bicycles upon its 
public ways. 

Section Two. The Chief of Po- 
lice of the City of Upland is here- 
by authorized and directed to reg- 
ister all such bicycles and issue 
licenses upon written application 
therefor, and in each instance the 
license shall be effective for the 
calendar year during which the 
same was issued. Thereafter in 
every instance said bicycle shall 
be thus registered and licensed 
during each Succeeding calendar 
year or part thereof that the same 
is used upon the streets and ways 
of the City of Upland. The fee 
for the original registration shall 
be Twenty-five ($.25) Cents, and 
no further fee shall be charged 
for the registration and licensing 
of the same bicycle for the en- 
Suing calendar years. 

Section Three. The control and 
supervision of the registration and 
licensing of bicycles in the City of 
Upland is hereby placed in the 
Chief of Police, and he is hereby 
authorized and directed to secure 
appropriate license plates, togeth- 
er with registration cards, appli- 
cation blanks, and any and. all 
other necessary or convenient 
things that may be required in 
the due enforcement hereof. It 
is contemplated that a license 
plate shall be attached to each 
bicycle, and it shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police to attach 
one such license plate to each bi- 
cycle licensed, and to issue a cor- 
responding registration card to 
each licensee, upon the payment 
ot the original license fee as 
above provided. Such license 
plate shall remain attached dur- 
ing the continuance of such li- 
censing. The Chief of Police shall 
also keep a record of the date of 
the issuing of each license, to 
whom issued, the number thereof, 
and the serial number of the bi- 
cycle frame; and he is also fully 
hereby authorized and empowered 
to take any and all necessary or 
convenient steps in connection 
with the registration and licens- 
ing of bicycles, and to require an- 
nual registration and licensing. 
If no serial number can be found 
upon any registered bicycle, or if 
the same is illegible or insufficient 
for identification purposes, the 
Chief of Police is hereby author- 
ized and directed to stamp a per- 
manent distinguishing number 
thereon. 

Section four. All license fees 
Shall be paid in advance, and such 
license may be transferred when 
the ownership of the bicycle is 
transferred, and a fee of $25 shall 
be paid for, the registration of 
any transfer. Upon the sale or 
other transfer of any bicycle, the 
parties thereto are hereby _re- 
quired to register the facts of 
such transfer with the Chief of 
Police, and thereupon the orig- 
inal _ registration card shall be 
cancelled and a new registration 
issued to the new owner. All 
persons engaged in the sale of 
new or second hand bicycles in the 
City are hereby directed to make 
report of the sale of any bicycle 
by them, to the Chief of Police, 
giving the name and address of

fornia. Failure to reasonably ob- 
Serve the rules and regulations is- 
sued by the Chief of Police shall 
be sufficient cause for the can- 
cellation of the license, in the 
good judgment and discretion of 
the Chief of Police. 

Section Six. The Chief of Po- 
lice, or any member of the Po- 
lice Department, is hereby direct- 
ed to take up and to impound any 


bicycle used or operated upon the , 


streets or ways of the City of 
Upland when the same is not reg- 
istered and licensed as by this 
Ordinance required. In such case 
the bicycle shall be released to 
the owner or the rightful possess- 
or only when the requirements in 
respect to registration and li- 
censing have been complied with, 
and together with the payment of 
the sum of $1.00 unto the Chief 
of Police as a penalty. 

Section Seven. The Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this Or- 
dinance and cause the same to be 
published once in The Upland 
News.

Beginning his address with a 
few humorous remarks and talk- 
ing in an easy manner that drew 
the attention of his audience to 
the things spoken more than to 
the speaker, Mr. Ford set forth 
many interesting facts and in- 
spiring thoughts. 


History, the speaker said, con- | 


sists of a network of crises and 
the chain of events leading up to 
and following each crisis. And 
there are few crises, if any, in 
the hostory of mankind so mo- 
mentous as the one the 
world is now facing, he pointed 
out. 

Many decisions must be made 
and decisive steps taken that will 
affect many future generations 
the world over. 

In our own country, he recall- 
ed, such great leaders as Wash- 
ington and Jefferson visioned 
great things for democracy, but 
with all their wisdom, they could 
not, he pointed out, have imagin- 
ed global happenings of the gi- 
gantic magnitude of those under 
which the world is writhing to- 
day—when not only the future of 
nations, but the very destiny of 
races is being decided. 

Mr. Ford’s subject was “Amer- 
ica Has Neighbors”, and he: ex- 
panded that term to include more 
than Canada and Mexico, more 
even than Central America and 
the countries of South America. 
Aviation, following the steamship 
and contemporary with the radio, 
has formed an unbreakable tie 
that has made all nations in the 
world our neighbors, not alone in 
@ material since, but even to a 
a material sense, but even to a 
greater extent in a spiritual sense. 

Even as we fight, he declared, 
in this greatest of all wars, we, 
4S a people, must never let go of 
our high ideals, of our spiritual 
convictions of right and justice. 

Our armies need more guns, 
more bullets, more bombs, more 
planes, but all the people, he de- 
clared, need a broader view of 
mankind, a deeper sense of neigh- 
borly justice, more love of beauty 
and truth and right, more deter- 
mination to fight fiercely for those 
things that are precious, in order 
to have a good life to come back 
to after the battle is done. 

Mr. Ford spoke briefly of the 
beauty of the City of Mexico, 
where he has visited, and of the 
many fine qualities of character 
and culture to be found in the 
Latin American peoples. And he 
made a plea for the people of 
this country to recognize the 
rights of those people to an hon- 
est pride in their country, to a
